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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1962, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Whitefield,, 


August,  1963* 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  illness  during  the  year*  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  was  18,7  per  thousand  live  births,  and  the  national  rate  was  18*0C 
The  corresponding  figures  for  the  death  rate  were  14,7  for  Whitefield,  and 
11?. 9  for  England  and  'Wales, 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  18,1  per  thousand  live  births,  which  was 
better  than  the  national  rate  of  21,4,  For  the  seventh  year  running;  there 
have  been  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  four  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis,  but  no  deaths * 

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  166,  of  which  141 
were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  housing  list  at  the  31st 
Decemoer,  1962,  was  241 »  There  were  20  applications  approved  for  Standard 
Grants,  and  work  was  completed  in  respect  of  11  applications,  Improvement- 
Grants  are  not  dealt  with  by  the  Council, 

No  clearance  areas  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  One  house  was 
demolished  as  individually  unfit  and  three  houses  were  closed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  act,  1957* 

This  is  the  twenty  fourth  and  last  year*  of  my  reports  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  district,.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
and  senior  officials  for  their  valued  help  and  advice  which  has  enabled  a 
high  standard  of  environmental  health  services  to  be  maintained.  At  the 
same  time  new  measures  such  as  the  Clean  Air  Act,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
and  Housing  programmes  have  been  implemented  to  the  full. 
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Whitefield  at  the  present  time  has  vertually  no  problem  in  regard  to 
unfit  housing  and  the  district  should  be  completely  smoke  controlled  in 
the  next  five  years,

An  Order  had  to  be  made  for  the  removal  of  an  aged  person  into  Redbank 
Home  at  Radcliffe.  The  man  concerned  was  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and  was  unable  to  care  for  himself  or  get  outside  help.  After  the  three 
weeks  period  of  the  Order  he  agreed  to  stay  at  the  Home  on  a  voluntary 
basis.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  local  matters 
concerning  environmental  health. 

Good  progress  has  oeen  maintained  on  the  extension  of  our  smoke  control 
programme.,  On  the  1st  September  1962  Number  3  Smoke  Control  Area  came 
into  operation.  This  area  contains  396  premises  bringing  the  total  for 
the  district  to  17 21.  The  Minister  has  already  confirmed  the  Number  4 
Smoke  Control  Area  which  contains  a  further  total  of  818  premises  and  will 
come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1963. 

Intensive  investigations  were  made  during  the  year  to  trace  the 
sources  of  some  of  the  chemical  odours  which  were  experienced  throughout 
the  district  from  time  to  time.  One  of  the  most  persistent  odours  was 
traced  with  the  co-operation  of  an  adjoining  authority  and  successful 
steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  its  recurrence. 

Since  the  introduction  of  a  mechanical  shovel  on  the  Council’s  Spring- 
waters  Tip  a  vast  improvement  on  the  control  of  the  tip  has  resulted.  In 
the  last  month  of  the  year  the  refuse  collection  service  was  completely  re¬ 
organised  and  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  brought  into  operation.  Al¬ 
though  the  sale  of  waste  paper  continues  to  be  a  proolem  we  have  managed  to 
sell  all  our  paper  and  a  record  figure  of  202  Tons  has  been  reached. 

Frequent  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  the  general  standard  is  very  high.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning 
we re  reported  in  1962. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement , 
and  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff  for 
their  full  co-operation.  My  personal  thanks  are  also  given  to  my  efficient 
and  loyal  staff  who  have  given  unstinting  service  tliroughout  the  year.

Much  time  and  energy  was  devoted  to  this  very  important  branch  of 
the  Department's  work.  The  Council  continued  to  operate  a  free  service 
of  treatment  for  private  dwellinghouses.  This  service  is  a  means  of 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  any  infestation  of  rats  or 
mice  in  private  dwellings.  Business  premises  are  treated  by  the 
Department  on  request,  for  'which  a  charge  is  made.  Some  of  the  traders 
have  contracts  with  private  infestation  companies. 


The  Council's  refuse  tip  was  kept  under  constant  supervision,  as 
also  was  the  sewage  works.  The  necessary  treatments  were  carried  out 
as  required. 

There  are  two  employees  trained  in  the  recognised  technique  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  their  services  are 
available  for  dealing  with  any  infestation.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Difficulties  have  been  experience  during  the  year  in  the  collection 
of  refuse,  due  to  depletion  of  staff  caused  by  illness  and  resignations. 
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The  recruitment  of  staff  for  refuse  collection  has  been  a  difficulty 
throughout  the  whole  year.  Several  of  the  men  recruited  have  only  used 
the  Department  as  temporary  employment  until  more  lucrative  and  engaging 
types  of  work  have  been  found.

DUST  BIN  MAINTENANCE. 


The  scheme  in  the  maintenance  of  dust  oins,  which  was  inaugurated  in 
June,  1950,  has  continued  to  function  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  number  of  bins  replaced  during  the  year  was  356,  which  was  6S  more 
than  last  year’s  figure. 

The  benefits  derived  from  a  dust  bin  maintenance  scheme  are  many,  the 
main  one  being  the  replacement  of  defective  dust  bins  of  a  recognised  stan¬ 
dard  within  reasonable  time. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  replacements,  40  dust  bins  were  sold 
privately  to  purchasers  of  new  houses  and  15  bins  were  required  for  Scheme 
15  -  "The  Elms"  Bungalows.
